Awkward Queries Which the Posers 

,of the. Past Propounded — Emperor 

Tiberius an Early example — Pwo- 

ysllsgr Dreams of a Chiaamaa. 

| Bacon doubtless had In bis mind tbe 
propoundsr of unanswerable questions 
when, !n his essay on “Discourse," be 
advised all seekers after knowledge to 
avoid patting troublesome queries, a 
practice which be declared was fit only 
tor a poser. The poser, however, has 
existed time out of mind. He is to be 
found among all classes of men, from 
emperors dowu to- private individuals 
who preps tv- scientific conundrums. 

A somewhat eafly exfiniple of the 
poser pore and simple was the Em¬ 
peror Tiberias. The unfortunate phi¬ 
losophers whom he used to keep for a 
pastime In bis Island retreat at Caprae 
were continually bring plagued <bj ab¬ 
surd questions. Suetonius tells ue that 
the emperor used to demand of these 
wise men whom Hecuba's mother was. 
If they refused to commit themselves, 
the family tree of tbe Ilecubas not hav¬ 
ing come down to posterity, iiie em¬ 
peror was wont to wax wroth at their 
ignorance md threaten them with cor-' 
poral punishment ‘if on the following 
day they did not come prepared with 
an answer. Other favorite questions of 
his were; “What name did Achilles 
pass under when he sojourned with the 
virgins at Scyros?’ “What particular 
song were the sirens, when seated on 
the rocks, In the habit of chanting In 
order to allure traveler® to their 
death?” In vain was it for these wise 
men to invent fictitious answers, for 
tbe emperor Invariably asked for au¬ 
thorities, and if chapter and verse were 
not forthcoming Some ingenious pun¬ 
ishment tell to the lot of those unfor¬ 
tunate manufacturers of history. 

Perhaps it was because time hung 
heavily on their bands that the holy 
then of the church daring the middle 
ages pestered their spiritual superiors 
with foolish questions drawn from-the 
Bible. A bishop in those days bad to 
know, or, rather, appear to know, even 
mere than Macaulay’s omniscient 
scicqltcy. No. small portion of his 
tune, it would seem, was spent in en¬ 
deavoring to find answers to such ques¬ 
tions as the following; “What was the 
use of the ladder which Jacob saw In 
his vision, seeing that the angels bad 
wings and so did not require any other 
means of descent from heaven to 
earth?’ “What kind of implements did 
Adam and Eve use when they sewed 
the fig leaves together and made them¬ 
selves aprons?’

When hi* pathetic appeals and his 
tears-which were always at call when 
he pleaded before a country jury—fail¬ 
ed to touch his stolid audience, he re¬ 
sorted to the most impudent .piece of 
trickery.
